Such simple'things- as 
pure water, taken for granted by most 
Americans, may mak«.all the difference be- 
tween a disease-riddled, half-alive population 
and one with the energy to fake on the solu- 
tion of wider problems than tiiose involved 
in merely eking out an existence. 


The United States is often accused of wor- 


shipping- materialism. On the contrary, 
Americans have learned to free men's minds 
front pro-occupation with the basic jnaterial 
heeds of life, that they may become civilized 
in the highest sense of the word; This 
knowledge, spread abroad, may someday 
help to make the world peaceful, as well as 
materially richer.

Learning to cook is traditionally a major
